But there is only one order 
which our generals will give, which, it 
Implicitly and loyally obeyed, as it Is 
felt it will be, must insure complete 
success. That order will be 'Advance.' 
If any one is surprised by a sudden 
volley at close quarters he must re- 
member that the only way to safety is 
by rushing upon the enemy, for if 
there is one thing the enemy cannot 
stand, it is a hand-to-hand fight."

COCKS 


WIN THE MONEY. 


In the City of Madison Last Evening 


They Captured Three Out of Five 
Hard Fought Battles—Many Men 
of Prominence in Attendance—Local 
Sports Return on Early Trains. 


Fifty-five from Janesvillo attended a 


cocking main laBt evening at Madison. 


Janesville birds carried off the greater 


portion of the battles by wincing three 
out of a total o£ five fought events. 


Madison money was scarce and local 


sports wore on hand with cash that 
several tiroes covered the amount held 
by those who were backing the cocks 
owned in the Capitol City. 


At 10 o'clock last evening two hun- 


dred sports assembled at a secluded spot 
in the very heart of the city of Madison 
and till the small hours of this morning 
watched with excitement one of the 
greatest cocking mains ever held in the 
state of Wisconsin. 


Noted gaming sports were in attend- 


ance from tho cities of Beirut. Darling- 
ton, Milwaukee, 3araboo.Kockford.Ed. 
gerton, Stoughton, Janesville aad Madi 
son. The sports from Jonosville formed 
the largest outside delegation. Beloit 
sports were a close second in point of 
uumber, the Line City having fully two 
dozen representatives at the pit side 
when the first pair of cooks were dropped 
into the inclosure. 


For the -past three weeks the battle 


has been known to tho greater portion 
of cock fight lovers in the southern por- 
tion of the Badger state. For the past 
week the matter seemed to be no great 
guarded secret. 
Those in charge did 


not seem to lose any sleep over any 
thought that their patrons 
would be

son police force.

sports arrived in Madison after dark. 
That was the order as given out. 
At 


the Northwestern and Milwaukee road 
depots the sports were met by men who 
were detailed by the committee to looU 
after this part of the program. This 
was found necessary because but few of 
the visitors were aware of the place of 
battle. Arriving sports on the Milwau- 
kee road had but a short distance to 
w«lk. Two blocks away brought them 
to the spot. 


Here the men were ushered into a frame 


building. Then down a long hall which 
brought them to the foot of a steep set 
of stairs. 
.Then to the floor above tho 


crowd noislessly found its way. Here 
they wore contiontedby a well arranged 
cocking pit such as ona would find in a 
place where tho fighting of cocks was 
carried on as a means of business as well 
as pleasure. 


The pit was about twelve feet in 


width and length. Its sides were well 
cared for so that the birds could not 
escape with any amount of ease. 
Two 


large lamps directly 
above the pit 


formed excellent 
illuo.imuion. 
The 


seats about were so arranged that every 
man could see evory move cnada by the 
cocks. Esch sport was taxed fifty cants. 
Every seat was occupied when the first 
mutch was announced. 


The first event was scheduled for 10 


o'clock, but it was nearer 11 when the 
lighting commenced. Each cock was to 
weigh in at tho pit side, or give or take 
two ounces. One and a halt inch steel 
spurs were used. • Milwaukee rules pre 
vailed through the entire five maioa. 


Each battle waa for a ten-dollar purse, 


n the city of Madison and—many of 
those who sat at the pit side ware men 
whose names if revealed would cause a 
sensation. 


Those living out of town caught

May For All Time to Come Be the 


Means of Settling this Noted Case 
That For Two Vcars Has Been 
in the Rock County Courts—Other 
Details. 


Present indications are that the Bank 


of Edgerton caso will soon be stricken 
from the circuit court of Rock county. 


There is some rpason to believe that 


the litigation over the failure of the 
Bank of Edgerton, that has been hang, 
ing in the courts for 
over 
two years 


paat, is in a fair way to reach a settle- 
ment. The committee in charge of the 
interests of a very large number of 
depositors have requested Receiver Li. 
H. Towuo to act as a mediator aad 
secure, it possible, a proposition from 
the stockholders and directors of the 
Bank of Edgerton of what amount they 
would pay towards making good a very 
large deficit. 


In response to this request the stock- 


holders have, through their attorneys, 
made public an offer to pay $50,000 to 
bo .relieved from all liability growing 
out of the failure. 
So far, the 
receiver 


has been able to pay but 30 per cent, of 
dividends and this offer now made 
would add to the assets enough to per- 
mit of about 
25 per 
cent, further 


dividends. . 


The 
offer of settlement, which 
is 


signed by Fathers, Jetfris & Mouat of 
Janesville, concludes as follows: 


•'To summarize this mattsr we can 


now otfor forty seven thousand five hun- 
dred dollars (Si7,500) with a possibility 
ol making that up to tiftv thousand 'dol- 
lars (850,000.) 


"You 
understand that some of the 


defendants insist that there is no legal 
liability whatever upon their part aside 
frim that of the liability of a stock- 
holder 


••The depositors must take into con- 


sideration the fact that this is not en- 
tirely a question of legal liability but 
that'thore is also the question of the

age kitchen.

lint the chief secret in 


the scheme lies in the method of re- 
taining heat. Tlie apparatus Is a la rare 
bucket, copper covered ami copper lin- 
ed, with sides and bottom about two 
Inches thick and n. close fitting cover. 
The sides of the bucket are lined with 
a nonconductor of heat. 


Into this receptacle are placed por- 


celain cans which have tight fitting 
lids.

The rules of etiquette require, like

practice to make one an fait. 
People 


who drop out of society, having once 
been important members of it and as 
familiar with all its usages as with 
their A B C's, often grow rusty and 
seek information about the proper 
thing ,to..do.. .

very'litHe change of vital'importance, 
as the laws" of etiquette have the test 
of ages to rcudor'theui stable, still new 
conditions of life iu certain countries 
oblige the introduction of new forms, 
and what is good form in a metropoli- 
tan city has uo raisou d'etre in a town 
or village, aud in tlie same manner 
what is done In London in the best so- 
ciety may be reversed iu Paris. 


An interesting point to the majority 


of men and women bears upon intro- 
ductions of all kinds. 
The majority 


depend upon them on all occasions. 
At social functions ease of manner, 
personal pleasure aud individual ad- 
vantages are derived from them by the 
chance of adding to one's list of ac- 
quaintances, of meeting pleasant' or 
notable people and of reaping a satis- 
faction born of vanity iu having it 
known they were honored or distin- 
guished by a few moments' speech 
with a celebrity at a particular house. 


Present day introductions are with- 


out any formality at all compared to 
the old regime observed through nearly 
two-thirds of this century. To "have 
the honor to present" is looked iipou 
as archaic.

Delivered After Trnvetlnj; a Distance of 


31.OOO 
Miles. 


Chicago Chronicle: A iacled, travel- 


stained postal card was delivered to 
Lieut. G. E. Gelm, in charge of the 
United States hydrographic office in 
the Masonic temple, which was mailed 
last April. It had followed the naval

By this time the front of the 
card was covered with addresses and

delivery, j 


The naval officers had it returned to 
the sender 
at 
Washington and it 


reached there Nov. 10. In the mean- 
time Lieut. Gelm journeyed to San 
Francisco 'by way of Hongkong, ar- 
riving in this country 
in 
October. 


When he reached the Pacific coast he 
found telegraphic instructions await- 
ing him ordering him to report to Chi- 
cago for duty. 
He came to this city 


last 
week, and assumed 
charge of 


the naval hydrographic . office.

Gen. Buller's dis- 
patch announcing the taking of Spion 
Kop is the only intelligence which has 
reached London, and that is so brief 
that we have little detail of what lias 
happened. 


If Spion Kop is situated as indicated, 


at a point where two ridges unite, run- 
ning northeast to Dewdrop and north- 
west to Acton Homes, its occupation 
by British troops must have cut the 
advance Boer position in two. Accord- 
ing to Gen. Buller's dispatch, Gen. 
Warren, thinks the enemy's position 
along the Tugela has been rendered 
untenable by the capture of Spiou 
Kop. assuming, of course, 
that 
the 


British are able to hold it. The Boers 
were holding a very long line, it was 
something like thirty miles long, their 
extreme right being at Spion Kop and 
Mount Tabamyana, their center op- 
posite Pottgieter's Drift and their loft 
at Colenso. It was impossible for them 
to be equally strong in force through- 
out this distance. 
While they held 


Gen. Lyttleton's brigade in check at 
Pottgiter's Drift, they trier an attack 
at Colenso, which proved ineffectual 
against Barton's brigade. 


It was natural for them to suppose 


that the attack, which had gone on 
almost uninterruptedly for four days 
on the western slopes of Mt. Tabamy- 
ana wo'nld be continued on the fifth. 
They, therefore, may have strength- 
ened their right, leaving Spion Kop, 
which it is possible they deemed in- 
accessible, with only a small garrison. 
This was Gen. Warren's chance.

; Rice straw is an important factor in 
the manufacture of Japanese machine 
made paper. Only when there is a poor 
rice crop is wood fiber imported to any 
appreciable extent. 


Among the most curious things to be 


*een in Japan are jackets and trousers of 
strong, handmade paper, with which the 
Japanese soldiers were supplied during 
the war between Japan and China. The 
seams and buttonholes were sewed with 
sotton thread. 


Chinese handmade papers are made 


mostly of rice straw and are colored or 
stained on one side by hand—for in- 
stance, crimson for visiting cards, which 
• re thin, large, octavo sheets; pale red 
for bills, yellow sprinkled with gold or 
frecu for wrapping goods, orange for 
wedding tinery, etc. Large quantities 
are consumed in tho principal place at its 
manufacture 
for 
decorating

jilaces oC worship, which are visited by 
Chinese from all over the country, and 
considerable quantities are also seut to 
the adjoining provinces.—Journal of Art.

"No such things as disguises are 


used by men of the secret-service bu- 
reau," said Chief Wilkie oil that or- 
ganization to a Washington Star man. 
"The boy who reads the 10-cent lit- 
erature describing the many lightning 
changes and disguises made by alleged 
sleuths of the government and other 
services imagines these stories 'to be 
true, arid the impressions he receives 
remain with him for a long time. As 
a matter of fact, 
no 
detective 
is 


known, and 1 do not know oi: such 
a thing as a disguise for a secret-serv- 
ice case ever worked by an operator of 
the 
bureau in which false faces or 


other articles of this kind have ever 
been used. I do not know of a reput- 
able detective in any city or state who 
uses disguises. They aro not effective, 
and the best-informed men in the run- 
ning down of criminals believe that 
they do harm and quickly expose the 
man who is attempting to operate a 
case. The men of the secret-service of 
the 
government 
frequently clothe 


themselves to suit the vicinity and the 
people among whom they are at work. 
For instance, 'if a man is at work in 
an agricultural vicinity and 
among 


people who would suspect the attire 
of a well-dressed person, he does not 
wear the best clothes or linen which 
has been finished by a Chinaman or 
a steam laundry. His attire is in keep- 
ing with his situation 
and 
circum- 


stances. He may let his beard grow 
long and become careless in keeping 
his clothes dusted. If he is at work in 
a city among Italians, for instance, he 
deports himself in such a way as to 
keep from advertising himself as a 
detective of the government. If he did 
not he would be unable to acquire in- 
formation from the class of people who 
were perpetrating the violations of the 
laws of the United States. Everything 
depends on the necessities of the case, 
but under no circumstances would we 
permit an operator of the bureau to 
bother with such cheap articles as 
wigs, false faces, mustaches and the 
like."
